1 Washington, D,C i - A landmark deciston on the rights of crimimil 
suspects known as the Miranda deck ion was drastiealJy narro^ed 
by n Supreme Court ruling kust week. The high court voted 6 to 
3 that the righi of criminal suspect» to be wnrned that they need not 
talk to |X)lice appties only lo those suspects w r ho have been arrest cd 
and officially placed in, polke custody. rather than to all individualis 
stopped by the police 

Rulings by the court under Chief Justice Warren F. Burger have 
narrowed the ortgimilïy broad application of the Miranda decision, 
whkh wns handed down by the Supreme Court under the late Chief 
Justice Earl Warren in 1960. H uwe ver, no previous ruling ever laid 
out for police offkers such u mapped out detour or loophote for 
bypiisying the Miranda iinuLations on questioning suspects. 

, Justices Thurgood Marshall, William J. Brennnn, Jr., ai>d John 
-Paul Stevens dissentod fromthe majority Court ruling. ïn a footnote 
to hia opinion, Marshall saiti^ 1 trust todsiy s decision does not 
suggest that police officers can circumvent Mirandn by deliberately 
ptistpomng the official arrest and the giving oi Miranda warnings 
until the neeeüsury incrimiitaling statements have been obtained

(Camp Pendleton, Calïf | -Ten 
Black Marines charged with 
assa uk in a case stemming from 
wi de spread Ku Klus Klan activity 
on Camp PendleLon announced 
last week their intentie n to soek 
to Have Lhcir trial removed from 
the jurisdictiën of the Marine 
Corps, 

Attorneys for lhe Black men, 
Loonard Wfcinglass and Davïd 
Weitzman. contönd Lhat the 
Marine Corps is too mvolved ïn 
the matter to Ue objéctive. 
Weidglasa stated lhat racism and 
Khn activity wil] be the major 
issues in Lhe upcoming trial, 
scheduteri for February 13, and 
the Corps cannot offer unbiased 
judgment. 

The Black Marines are charged 
with assauking seven White 
Marines in a raid on o barratft 
which was bctïeved to be the-site 
of a K KK meeting.

Already al a pre tri al hearing, 
the presiding offtcer of the courts 
tnarlial ruled that membership of 
Marine offieers ïn the Kian was 
not materia] to the assauk cases.

Black Students Seek New Trial 
ftfter False Armed Robbery Convictions 


hSomers, Conn.j- - Robert J, 
Calovine, an inmate al tbc 
Somers Correclional Institution, 
recently Hled o lawsuit against 
Conneeticul corrections depart- 
ment officiab in federal court 
over punishment he received 
after he attenipted to speak out 
aboul prison condilions. 

In hb suil, Calovine contenda 
thïit shoïtly aft er the disturbnnees 
al the Somers institution lale taal 
year. he was taken to New Haven 
Superior Court on a hearing for 
an unrelaled matter concerning 
his court transcript, While therc, 
he asked pennission to speak out 
concerning the recenL distur- 
bances. 

Th is request was denied by 
J jdge LeVïno. Upon returmng to 
the institution later that after- 
noon. Calovine was given a 
discipünary report i>y correctiunal 
offtcers Thomas 0‘Connel and 
Arthur Jeans, in which the 
offïccrs cbimed thnt Calovine had 
engaged in dismptive etmduct 
while in the courtroom At a mie 
jnfraction hearing in the institu- 
tien, Calovine was senteneed to 
two weeks lock-up and a loss of 
thirty duysgood time. 

In a reply to n letter from 
Calovinc, .ludge LeVine had this 
to say concerning the incident: 

At no tune did I conaider your 
request to spenk about the 
de monstrators at Somers and the 
conditions at thut inslilution to be 
an arrogant request. 

“ You did request time to be 
henrdon those issues w hich 1 had 
to deny, since 1 telt thnt the court 
room w r ns not the pheo for an 
airiiLg of your views on those 
subjects. 

I do want to make ptain that 
you did not al any time creSte a 
disturbance, I trust that this letter 


will benefit you at the hearing on 
your discipline. ‘ 

Calovine is asking for $25,000 
damages from each of the correc- 
tional offtcers involved, as w elt as 
from the officials involved in the 
hearing, dajming that hls Consti-» 
tutional rights to express htmself 
within the confines of n, court of 
law without reprisals afterwards 
was violated by the defendants, 
The disturbsir.ces w r hich Calo- 
vine tryed to ex pose in court 
occurred ir. September of last 
ycar whon 67 prisor.crs bandeel 
together to demonsirate aguinst 
the undiccked hrutality of prison 
guards in the Conneeticul prison. 

The peaceful demonstratioo 
was süppressed alter 300 prison 
guards, and 75 slate l roepers, 
armed with Hot helmets and 
pick-axe handles, foreed inmates 
to strip, whereupon they were 
laken to thif correct ion al facility s 
segregtition unit. The re. four 
pretesters we re singled out and 
bonten to 'teach the demonsura- 
tors a ïession." causing one

Dwing hts mis munter trial, HUEY P NEWTON (ïnset) detailed in 
his testiitmny the racism and apprcssion faced by Black Amerieans,

"Trial” 

We are coniinuing with the 
chapter ‘Trial" fram Rcvolution* 
ary Suïcide, inritten hy Black 
Pa rt ther Party leader and chief 
(heoretician Huey P . Newton. 
White on the witness stond 
dunne court proceedings, Huey 
details the oppres&ian faced by 
Black people and the purpose of 
th e Black Panther Party.

Then 1 Ldd how\ under the 
influence of my brother Mei vin. 1 
had taught myself to read by 
going again and again through 
Platos Repuhtic, I tried to 
explain what n deep impression 
Ploto's allegory of the cavo had 
made on me and how the 
prisoners in thaL cave w ere 
a symbol of the black marris 
predicamenl in ibis country . 

Il was a scminnl experience in 
my hfe. I explained, for it had 
started me thinking and reading 
and trying to find a way to 
liberate Black people, Then I told 
of meeting Bobby Soa Ie al 
Oakiand City College and how the 
Black Panther Party grew out of 
our talk 3. 

KVPÖSmON AND KXPI.fCATIDN 

Garry led me through an 
expostlion of what the Black 
Panther Party glood for and an 
èxphcölion of its ten*point pro* 
gram. I recited the ten poitus in 
the courtroom and cxplained 
them. Blacks, I said, are a 
coloni^ed people used only for the 
benefit and profil of the power 
struciure wjienever it suits their 
purposeS, 

After the Civil War, Blacks 
were kicked off plantations and 
had nowhere to go. For neorly 
one hundred years they were 
either unemployed or used for the 
most menial tasks, because in- 
diistry preferred to use the labor 
of more acceptnble immigrante - 
the Irish, the Italians, and the 
Jews, 

Ho wever, when World War [f 
started, Blacks were again em- 
ployed — in factories and by 
industry — because, vrith the 
White male popuEation off fight- 
ing there was a labor shortage, 
But when the w ar ended, Blacks 
were onco again kicked off 
"the plnntaiion'’ and left 
strauded with no place to go in an 
industrial society. Gröwing up in 
the late fonics, 1 was awere of it 
in Daklaiid, because major de- 
fense plan Is had been built there 
during the war, and a largo Black 
populution was condemnod to 
unemployment after the war. 


1 quoted ihe second point in our 
program as a way of changmg al] 
this: "We want full employment 
for our people. We bolieve that 
the FederaJ Government is re* 
sponsible and obligated to give 
every man employment or n 
guaranteerf income. We believe 
that if the White American 
business men wiU pot give full 
employment. then the means of 
production shoulri be taken from 
the businessman and placed in the 
community so that the people of 
the community can organüe önd 
employ al] of its people and give a 
high Standard of living." 

Sometimes, whïle I was ex- 
plaining Black history and the 
aims of the Black Panther Party to 
the court, I forgot that I was on 
trial for my life. The subject*, 
were so real and important to me 
that 1 would gel lost in what 1 wbs 
saymg There were moments 
when I even enjoyed myself, 
especially when 1 had a ehance lo 
score pointe against Judge Fried* 
man and Jensen. 

On one occasion 1 saw an 
opparlnnÈLy to ahmv my contempt 
for the judge, and ï took it. I was 
dcscribing how some immigrant 
groups had been subjected to 
oppression and discrimination 
when they first arrived in this 
country, but that after they began 
to make economie gains sonie of 
them had joined their oppressors, 
even when the oppressors con* 
tinued to discriminflte against the 
immigrants' own people, 

I used ns an example Jews who 


join the Klks Club, even though 
they know that this organization 
is racist and OJiti-Semitic. Judge 
Friedman had been the first Jew j 
admitted to the Elks Club in 
Oakiand, a fact that had been 
given n great deal of publicity. 
The Fiks wanted it beheved that 
they were no longer anti-Semitic , 
but everybödy knew r better 

Another time, talking abuut 
contémporary racism in American 
society. 1 deliberatdy used the 
Mormon church as one of the 


mostblütant proponents Of eLhnic 
discri min ation. Krsowing that 
Jensen was a Mormon, I fooked at 
Etim when I said this, instead of 
the jury, He gave me a smirk, and 
I kept on Joöking at him He could 
say nothing in front of the 
jury lest they leam the truth 
about him. 

Jensen often became impaxient 
with the way Garry w as conducl- 
Lng his esamination of me and 
frequentiy interrupted, but even 
he sometimes seemed interested 
in what 1 was saying. Through- 
out, however, those meaningful 
glances passed between Jensen 
and Judge Friedman, the judge 
asking for on objection and 
Jensen giving itto him. 

Friedman could hardly hide his 
disapproval of evemhing l was 
saying and kept telling me io stick 
to the present and the incident 
its elf. Then Garry would remirtd 
him that evrrything ï satd was 
relevant to the de fense. Som e how , 
we managed to get in all the 
most important politica] aspeels 
of the case. and that was what 
matte red most. 

Only when thai was accom* 
plished did I turn to my version, of 
w hat had happened that moming. 

I described n oxactty as ü tcfok 
place up until Frev shot me. After 
that, of course, I had passed out. 
so I eould deacribe onïy those 
ihings 1 remembered and my 
haty üonpfessions of them.

Parrying 

Parrying u sudden move- 
mertt of the hnntl fmm the inside 
or outside ontn nn on coming 
blow. with the int,ent of de- 
flecting the blow from its 
oiigintd pnth The parry is a 
light, en sy move ment dopend’ 
ing on timing rnther than force. 
Au attack is nol porried until the 
last moment and always when 
close to the body. 

There are three basïc parries: 
simplo, semicircular and eircu- 
liir. to a single offensive move- 
mcnt. If the attackeris move* 
nients are large and badly 
directed. a simple parry woukl 
be the aaswer Simple porries 
tend lo be used rnndomly 
because they are insimctive 
movements. Thus. greal care 
must be laken that they are well 
controllcd and cover jusi 
enough, Avoid as much as 
possiblé any unnecossary 
slashing or whipping of the 
guards; simplicity Ls always 
| primary 

The object of the parry is lo 
use jiist enough deflecting 
mol ion to proleet the threatened 
area. If you overproiect an area, 
that is, move the hand tou far to 
one side, you are immediately 
vulnerable to attacks while nn 
opponent is disengaging. To 
reach out to parry an nttack not 
only makes openings for counter 
blows, bul alsü ennbles the 
attacker to charge the direction 
of bis attack. It is more 
significant to parry an attack 
late rallier ihan early. 

Parrying is an extremely 
useful form of defense. It is a 
method easily learned. easily 
performed and should be used 
whenever possible, Parrying 
provides for openings which are 
essen tuil for counter-fïghtmg 
and counter-attacking, 

Parrying is more scientific 
than "force ugninst force‘ 
blocking Blockmg should be 
used only when it is necessury 
because it woakens rather than 
conserven bqdilv force. A welb 
delivered blow, even if btocked, 
will dhturb ba!» nee, prevent 
counLering and create openings 
for other attacks.

The deciskm to revoke the ban 
was flnnouncedi by Council secre* 
tory Jenn-Ülaude Gahga. who 
organized the boycoLL Sou rees 
indicated that the boycott had 
beèn ended aft er New Zealand 
Premier Rohert Muldoon wrote 
(iangn a letter spelling nul New 
Zealand s "official attitude 
ngainsL apartheid. 

A New Zealand government 
official Ir. London confirmed thal 
Muldoon had written the letter. 
The official siated that New 
Zealand sfxuTs Leama wou ld not 
be encouraged to travel tn South 
Africa bul there had been no 
basic change in his governmenl’s 
paait ion.

Kis¬ 
singer did not discover Afriea last 
yesr, Initially, he adopted a policy 
of overt alïiance with coIoniaJism* 
in the case of PoruigaL and of 
doing nothing to hurl the inler- 
ests of the racist govemmeats It 
was Kissinger who gave Con- 
gress the green light to drop the 
U.S. embargo of Rhodesïan 
chrome. 

As the struggle against colo- 
nialistm in Angola neared its 
culminatton, Kissinger resur- 
rected veteran CIA retainer Hol¬ 
den Roberto and encouraged 
South Afriea to support Jonas 
Savimbi. With a different cast of 
mdigenous leaders, that is the 
essence of Kissinger's found- 
ering scheme for saboUging thv 
liberation of Zimbabwe. 

Kiüsijnger's place in hiaton as 
the enemy of peoples atruggling 
for freedom and independence is 
certainly assured — as is his 
essential failure in most of what 
he tried to do.

Such thïngs are hard 10 quan- 
Lify in the endless statistica used 
by governm^nt economists and 
international agencics trying to 


gauge the progress of Tanzania s 
experiment. The school, the clinic 
and the store, though rudimen* 
tary by Western Standard*, rep- 
re sent revoltmonary chartges 
here.
